His View of Lusitania Notes- 
Urges First Rate Preparedness 


NEW 
YORK, 
Jan. 31.—Theodore 


Roosevelt discussed "Promises and Per- 
formances In International Relations" 
before the Brooklyn Institute of Arts 
and Sciences In Brooklyn last 
night. 


The former president's address in part 
was as follows: 


"Ini private 
life 
no human being 


thinks it to the credit of any man that 
he makes a promise unless the promise 
is kept. • But when we deal with na- 
tions instead of 
Individuals, a. large 


number of reasonably well 
disposed 


people loudly take the view that the 
promise .Is itself meritorious and that 
the keeping of It is something wholly 
irrelevant. 'A treaty is merely a prom 
Ise. If it Is evident when made, that It 
cannot b* or ought not to be kept, then 
those making the treaty are self-evi- 
dently either wicked or foolish. 
If It 


can be kept but nevertheless is not 
kept those who fall to keep 
it 
are 


guilty of dishonorable cgnduct. 
The 


politicians In power who do such deeds 
are merely the agents of the people and 
if these" public servants act dishonor- 
ably, the dishonor is reflected upon the 
people themselves. Well meaning per 
sons would be wise if they kept the 
analogy 
between public and private 


promises steadily in view. The anal- 
ogy applies to pacificist speeches; it 
applies to treaties; it applies to what 
are diplomatically called notes. 


"Readers of 'David Copperlleld' wil 


remember that Mr. Micawber's special- 
ty was to issue notes. He never hon^ 
ored these notes when they becami 
due. Hi* mind was so constituted tha 
he felt that when a note became dui 
he'met it adequately by writing an 
other. His creditors, however, did no 
take BO charitably a view of .the per 
formance.

always been for preparedness. They 
have been, .tor .preparedness, not by 
word of mouth, but by actual deed and 
service. 
. "They have always been desirous of 
being federal and not state soldiers. 
They have always'recognized that a 
national defense composed of 48 state 
militias was founded 
upon 
incorrect 


military principles. 
"When you take 
into consideration 


he conditions under which they work 
and the limited time In which that 
work is done. I believe that the officers 
and men of the Massachusetts volun- 
teer militia have done marvelously well 
in their military .efficiency. This fact 
Is attested by the reports of the United 
States arm>- officers detailed as inspec- 
tor Instructors to this state. The mili- 
tia of this state' Is not to blame for the 
vicious military system which is 
In 


force in thc United States, but it was 
tho only system by which they could 
render patriotic and practical service 
for national defense;

POLICE IN POLITICS 


Recent events in this city must have 


shown all members of the police de- 
partment, ffom. top to bottom, 
that 


they do <t very dangerous thing when 
they take an active part in politics. 
As city employes'they should be whol- 
ly neutral, refusing to be drawn into 
controversies that may 
have 
wide- 


spread sequels. It is inevitable that 
individual members of, any municipal 
departments shall differ in their per- 
sonal views of candidates for public 
office, as in many other things, but 
these differences should not be made 
the basis of partisan or personal ac- 
tivity. If police officials wish to do 
their duty properly and to serve the 
public faithfully, they should 
resist 


the temptation to be political bosses 
or the instruments of 
any 
political 


faction. The police manual has many 
important duties, but nowhere, is it 
specified that the members of the de- 
partment 
shall 
serve as 
campaign 


managers or vote baiters. 
When pp-' 


ice officials or other^ public employes 
under the civil service take an active 
part in political campaigns, they go 
directly against the spirit of 
public 


service, they endanger 
their useful- 


ness as impartial guardians of the law 
and they interfere with efficiency in 
the conduct of their duties. No mat- 
ter how personal or 
political fights 


may rage, police departments should 
keep away from politics, and regret 
will invariably follow tho neglect of 
this simple rule.

VIENNA, Jan. 3 (Delayed by cen- 


sor)—Formerly the American dollar 
was worth here 4.96 crowns; today it 
sells at 7.16. Even the 
money of 


Austria-Hungary's "allied 
states 
is 


much above par. Normally 100 crowns 
cost SO marks, while today one 
may 


buy them at about 
70. The Bul- 


garian lira, which in times of peace 
was cheaper than the Atistro-Hunga- 
rian crown, stands at an average of 
100 to 104 and the Turkish pound is 
worth ahout 27 crowns where former- 
ly it was only 21. 


This depreciation of 
tho crown, in 
some cases nearly 40 per cent, would 
he a serious matter for Austria-Hun- 
gary were the causes of an economic 
nature related to peace, instead 
of 


wartime 
conditions. 
The Austro- 


Hungarian crown is low for the rea- 
son that the paper currency of 
the 


country, based principally on the na- 
tional gold reserve, is being deprived 
of its base by the many purchases the 
country has made in foreign markets 
for which tho actual metal, gold, had 
to be exchanged. With 
her allies. 


Austria-Hungary still trades on the 
normal basis of credit, resting on an 
exchange of merchandise but in buy- 
ing from neutrals and through neu- 
trals from 
the enemy even, nothing 


but the actual transfer of gold suffices. 
So far 
Austria-Hungary 
has 
been 


obliged to deplete her national 
gold 


stock and reserve to exactly what the 
average of depreciation of the crown 
indicates, 
roughly speaking, 29 per 


cent. 
The case is anaiagous to that of 
Great Britain in her trade relations 
with the United Stntes. After having 
realized ns much credit as possible by 


transfer to 
American holders of 


much 
commercial 
paper 
owned 
In 


Great Britain, thr, value of the pound 
sterling is being; kept up by shipping 
specie to New York. Austria-Hungary 
has been doing the same thing, though 
not with tho same success because- her 
gold reserve was never nearly as great 
as that of Great Britain. 
The exchange in the Austrian min- 


istry of finance, made day before yes- 
terday, is directly related to the prob- 
lem of bettering the standing of the 
crown. Of the work towards this end. 
tho limitations of imports for which 
gold must he surrendered will be an 
Important part. At the outbreak of 
the war not enough attention was giv- 
en this, it is said. A stiffening up by 
Anslrian hanks would have kept much 
gold in the country, hut this would 
have taken a financial organization 
which Austria did not have. The new 
minister of finance. Dr. I.eth, is looked 
upon as the man who will supply this. 
Having 
successfully managed 
for 
years the Austrian postal savings In- 
stitution, floated a number of large 
Austrian loans in the United States. 
England and France, and 
recently 


managed the three war loans which 
the country has raised, he has not 
only Iho confidence of his own people 
but also a hiirh standing in 
foreign 


money markets, it is said. 


Just what tactics he will employ is 


still unknown, but is expected that 
one of his first moves will he to close 
the Austrian border to foreign ship- 
ments for which specie is demanded. 
In this way "supply" would become 
more, caper for business than "de- 
mand." In other words the 
foreign 


seller would find tho Austrian buyer 
less inclined to do business on a "gold 
rxehance" basis. Hand in hand with 
this would have to go a partial reor- 
ganization of the country's commerce 
and industry. The recent change has 
placed a very capable man at the head 
of tlVo Austrian ministry of commerce, 
and the first essentials for the work 
to be done have thus been secured, it 
is thought. 
Whatever the other details of 
the 


program may be. or.o thing is certain,

finance and commerce will strive to

found murdered 


and robbd In the old station, a half- 
mile east of Kingston station, yester- 
day afternoon.

The two Olsens had been muti- 
lated with an axe after being 
shot. 


Khodes had been shot through the 
neck at such close ranse that his flesh 
and clothing were scorched.

corporation has been able to maintain 
oppressive conditions and low \vages 
.by ruthlessly suppressing; attempts of 
its employes to organize. The report 
follows: 


"The discontent In tho induslrlal 


hell-holes known ns the 'sleel towns' 
of Pennsylvania. Illinois, Indiana, Xew 
York, Maryland. Alabama. Colorado. 
West Virginia and Southern Ohio, Is 
more bitter and has a deeper seated 
basis than In the 
plants 
of 
tho 


Youngstown Sheet and Tuhe company, 
where the overlordism and exploita- 
tion of .the steel workers had been at 
least salved with profit-sharing, acci- 
dent prevention and compensation, and 
a meausre of so-called 'welfare work.' 


"I was In charge of an investiga- 


tion of the steel industry for 
the 


United States bureau of labor in 1!HO 
•which covered every steel plant In the 
country and probed to the very bot- 


day and night for seven days a week 
in other departments. The manage- 
ment in Youngstown had not only done 
much to safeguard their plants, but 
had installed a non-contributory sys- 
tem of accident compensation and were 
supporting workmen's compensation as 
n state measure. 


"There were armed guards and bru- 


tal bosses in Youngstown. but less 
conspicuous and insolent than in the 
steel towns of Pennsylvania. West Vir- 
ginia and Colorado. The steel work- 
ers' 
villages 
in 
the 
outskirts of 


Youngstown were sickening exhibits 
of squalor and filth, hut such is the 
typical 
condition 
of 
steel 
towns 


throughout the 
country The 
mills 


were irregular in operation and un- 
employment was frequent and distress- 
ing, but even so the Youngstown mills 
had the reputation for low costs, big 
sales and steadier operations than oth- 
er districts less favorably located. 


"The entire steel • industry north, 


south, east and west, Is ripe for a 
strike, and the situation is not going 
to be relieved by tho granting of a 10 
per cent wage increase. 
Tho strike 


fever in the steel industry showed 
itself first in the Youngstown dis- 
trict apparently because the labor de- 
mand was a little keener than else- 
where. 


"Tho investigation by the bureau of 


labor in 1310 covering all the steel 
plants in the United States showed 
that 65 per cent of all employes In 
the industry when working full time 
e'arn less than $15 a week, and that in 
the year of steadiest operation the In- 
dustry had .ever known, only 56 per 
cent .of the employes, Including even 
the high-paid rollers and petty bosses, 
had nn opportunity to earn as much

Great Britain, the value of the pound 
sterling is being kept up by shipping 
specie to New York. Austria-Hungary 
has been doing the same thing, though 
not with the same success because her 
gold reserve was never nearly as great 
as that of Great Britain. 


The exchange in the Austrian min- 
istry of finance, made day before yes- 
terday, is directly related to the prob- 
lem of bettering tho standing of the 
cro\vn. Of the work towards this end. 
the limitations of imports for which 
gold must' bo surrendered will bo an 
important part. At the outbreak of 
the-war not enough attention was giv- 
en this, it Is said. A stiffening up by 
Austrian banks would have kept much 
gold in the country, but this would 
have taken a financial organization 
which Austria did not have. The new 
minister of finance, Dr. I.cth, is looked 
upon as the man who will supply this. 
Having 
successfully managed 
for 


years tlio Austrian postal savings In- 
stitution, floated a number of large 
Austrian loans in the United States. 
England 
and France, and 
recently 


managed the three war loans which 
the country has raised, he has not 
only the confidence of his own people 
bnt also a high standing in foreign 
money markets, it is said. 


Just what tactics he will employ I 


still unknown, but is expected that 
one of his first moves will be to close 
the Austrian border to foreign ship- 
ments for which specie is demanded 
In this way "supply" would 
become 


more, eager for business than "de- 
mand." 
In other words the 
foreign 


seller would find the Austrian 
less Inclined to do business on a "pold 
exchange" basis. Hand in hand with 
this would have to go a partial reor- 
ganization of tho country's commerce 
and industry- Tho recent change has 
placed a very capable man at the head 
of the Austrian ministry- of commerce 
and the first essentials for tho. worX 
to he dnne have thus been secured. 1
